We were reminded a few days 
ago by one of the leading financiers 
of. the oountry that the present 
crop is all important to our finan- 
cial standing abroad. While the 
money markets have ‘loosened up” 
it has been rather in consideration 
of the “boom” conditions being 
passed and in anticipation of fu- 
ture production than on the 
strength of new wealth that has 
been already produced. On this 
basis we have been drawing largely 
on London during the summer 
for money for public works and 
private enterprises of all kinds. 
The out-turn of the present crop 
if favorable would justify this bor- 
rowing and also favorably incline 
the money lenders to our future 
needs, which are many. In view 
of this it is fortunate in the high- 
est degree that the farms are re- 
turning a splendid reward for the 
labor and capital put into them. 
When the present crop is marketed 
ani the proceeds turned into the 
chagnels of business the last ves- 
tige of depression will disappear 
except perhaps a wholesome re- 
minder of what cansed it, and the 
way will be open for the resump- 
tion of development and the expan- 
sion of business everywhere and in 
every line. 

The influence of the crop is in- 
deed already apparent in many 
directions. The revenues of the 
country continue to grow monthly, 
showing that we are buying more 
largely than we felt that we could 
afford to buy last year. This buy- 
ing is, of course, being done on 
the strength of the crop promises 
and marks the general conviction 
of the country that we are now 
certain of a good season’s clean-up. 
Testimony of the same kind is af- 
forded by the building returns 
from Canadian cities for the month 
of July. Though there were de- 
creases as compared with July of 
last year in six cities, the gain the 
country over amounted to 13.90 
per cent, a very satisfactory ad- 
vance. The present building in 
Edmonton and probably in many 
other cities is for the future rather 
than the present. It is material 
proof that men can get money on 
the assuranoe of the year’s harvest 
and that they are quite ready to 
anticipate the future on the 
strength of thie.— Bulletin.

‘dived the Royal Assent at thé 
prorogation of parliament in Jane 
1907, stid’ came into operation on 
September Srd of that year. 

Present-day sentiment in Bur- 
ope and elsewhere, especially since 
the recent revelations in, Chicago, 
is arrayed very strongly against 
the use, as human food, of any 
meats save those duly inspected 
and certified by proper govern- 
mental authority. 

It was in conformity with this 
sentiment, and chiefly with the 
object of preserving our valuable 
export trade in bacon and similar 
products, that the Meat and Can- 
ned Food Act was passed, 

With the view of clearing up 
any misunderstanding which may 
exist in the public mind as to the 
exact nature of the legislation un- 
der which the present Meat In- 
spection Service is conducted, the 
following explanation is given: 

Before the Meat and Oanned 
Foods Act was introduced in the 
House of Commons by the Hon. 
Sydney Fisher, the Minister of 
Justice was asked for an opinion 
as to the powers of the Federal 
government with reference to 
Meat Inspection. 

His reply was that while these 
powers undoubtedly warranted the 
Federal government in undertak- 
ing the inspection of articles ex- 
ported from the Dominion or from 
one Province to another, there was 
very grave doubt as to whether 
they would permit of a similar in- 
spection of articles, the trade in 
which was confined within the 
boundaries of any ohe province. 

This limitation was especially 
applicable to meat inspection, a 
subject intimately associated with 
public health, one of the matters, 
which since 1872, has been dealt 
with altogether by the provincial 
authorities. 

Provision is made either by the 
Municipal Act or by the Public 
Health Act of each province, and 
in some cases by both, for the es- 
tablishment and carrying on of 
municipal meat inspection, and 
that this legislation has, up till 
now, in too many cases, remained 
a déad letter, or at best, been very 
ineffectively enforced, is no fault 
of the Federal authorities. 

Further, a little consideration 
will, I think demonstrate the utter 
impossibility of any Federal de- 
partment undertaking the super- 
vision, in all its ramifications, of 
the local meat trade, in every town 
and village throughout the Domin- 
ion. 

On the other hand, under the 
provincial laws above mentioned, 
it is quite possible for municipali- 
ties to organize, at but little cost, 
a thoroughly effective system of 
local meat inspection the machin- 
ery being in many cases, already 
provided and the additional expen- 
diture, therefore, 
small.

The trade in home-killed dressed 
cardases Will Alec, for similar reas- 
sons, gradually be wiped ott of ex- 
istence, and although the abolition 
of this form of meat disposal will 
probably cause some temporary 
dissatisfaction among fartérs, 
mnatters will soon adjust themselves 
and the profits to the producer 
will be in no way lessened, al- 
though the livers and other offal. 
hitherto utilized by the household 
will be no longer available. 

The municipal abattoir is a 
modern necessity and must come. 

There are many among us, not 
yet old, who can well recollect 
when the number of hospitals in 
Canada could almost be counted 
on the fingers, and when a propos- 
al to erect an institution of this 
kind in a small town was looked 
upon as indicating a mild form of 
insanity. How many of the com- 
munities now possessing modern 
and up-to-date hospitals would be 
satisfied to do without them?. 

The same will be found true of 
the abattoir and if no other argu- 
ment could be advanced in favor 
of the meat and Canned Foods 
act than the fact that it has arous- 
ed and is arousing public opinion 
on the great and important ques- 
tion of a sanitary meat supply, 
this would, in my opinion, fully 
justify its being placed on the 
statute books. 

There are at present employed 
in Canadian Packing establish- 
ments 68 veterinary inspectors, all 
of whom have received a special 
training in meat inspection, and 
have passed a searching examina- 
tion as to their qualifications. 
There are also 11 lay inspectors 
whose duties comprise the super- 
vision of the marking and ship- 
ment of goods. 

The inspection conducted in 
each of these establishments is as 
follows: 

All animals for slaughter are 
examined by a veterinary inspec- 
tor on the premises before they 
are allowed to enter the killing 
floor. All animals found to be 
diseased, or showing suspicious 
symptoms of any kind, are tagged 
and held back until the end of the 
day’s kill, when they are slaughter- 
ed separately. 

The inspector makes a thorough 
examination of the carcass and of 
all organs of every animal as it is 
killed. If these are found healthy 
they are stamped with the Inspec- 
tion Legend, the Crown and the 
words “Canada Approved,” 
the establishment number. 

Any meats found, in whole or 
in part, to be diseased, 
other causes unfit for food, are im- 
mediately marked with a ‘“Con- 
demned”’ tag. 

Any carcass, in regard the con- 
dition of which there is cause for 
doubt, is marked “Held”, 
apart for further examination, at

Telling a Cow's Age. 

A cow’. » is indicated by her 
horns. At the age of ‘two a ring of 
thick material forms at the base of 
each ‘horn, and one ring is added ev- 
ery year after this beconies apparent. 
To find the age, therefore, count’ the 
ri and add two. In the case of.a 
bull. however, the first ring does not 
appear until he is five years old, and 
one annual ring appears after that, 
8» to the number of ri on a bull’s 
horns five must be idded, .The result 
attained. is, however, only _ approxi- 
mately correct, for not aoe is the 
time of ap’ ance of the first ring 
uncertain, bat occasionally two rings 
appear in one year, and then again 
sometimes a year is omitted, no ring 
being formed, A dishonest dealer can 
also change the apperent age of the 
animal by filing off some of the rings 
frum its horns, so thet complete re- 
liance on this sign is sometimes very 
deceptive.
